.Large Crowd Witnessed Game in 
Boston Anna. 

FINAL SCORE S to 1. 

McGill Handicapad by Condition», 
But Put up a Splendid 
Fight 



The same which took piace on fiat 
urday in the Boston Arena between 
the Senior hockey squad and the Navy 
Yard team resulted In a victory for 
the latter to the tune of three to one: 
the play being much closer tîian the 
actual score would lead one to Imag- 
ine. The result will hardly come us 
a surprise to most of those who know 
the conditions under which the Mc 
GUI men were playing, for'lt was un 
der a severe handicap that they lined 
up to play In a strange arena and un 
der rules that" sometimes tended to 
confuse them. However, the players 
had no "alibi" to offer for their de 
feat, and the victors certainly put up 
a great game. 

The team, owing to an unfortunate 
delay, arrived in Boston three hours 
late, but were successful in obtaining 
a good night's rest, reaching the hotel 
for supper In the best of spirits. Some 
excitement was provided before the 
game when the fire brigade was not- 
ed to be upon the scene, but it soon 
transpired that the cause was a break 
in the ammonia apparatus in use at 
the rink. 

A big crowd, numbering at least 
three thousand, was on hand to view 
the match, and there were plenty of 
rooter* for McGill as well as the home 
team. Tho> 'contest, which was to 
consist of three 20 -minute periods, 
was started at 8.18 p.m. 

Hutchison obtained the. puck at the 
face, and rushed, giving Dooner a 
hard shot, but he cleared- nicely.

Behan made a 
pretty rush, but lost the puck to the 
Navy defence. The Boston team 
were unable to penetrate the McGill 
defence, and tried many long .shots, 
but they all went wide. Behan se 
cured on ono ur the shots, and mado 
a pretty combination rush with Gal- 
lery. Behan shot and the rubber be 
Ing batted out by the Boston goal- 
tunder, he attempted another shot. 
Gallery secured on the rebound, and 
passed to' Behan, who again shot, but 
he could not get it past Lacroix. Once 
more Behan attempted a shot, but the 
Navy man was playing a stellar game. 
"Pat" Rooney obtained the puck from 
Osgood, and made a rush, but last to 
Skllton, who shot, but IJooner was on 
the Job. Behan made another rush, 
but wan unable to tally. The McGill 
team seemed to have the Boston men 
at their mercy on the defensive. In- 
tercepting practically all the passes, 
buit did not seem to be able to act on 
the offensive as weU. Osgood shot, 
but wal3 called- back on an offside. 
Hutchison secured from the face, and 
shot, but Dooner saved. Behan made 
a rush and nearly put the disc past 
Lacroix, on a shot that brought the 
crowd to their feet. Gallery secured 
the puck,, and made another shot.

The opinions of educators on the best method of education are 
constantly changing, and in this evolution the nature of the stu 
dent is being considered to an increasing degree. The education 
by force has been modified to a form of education which rests on 
the belief that better results can be obtained by making the educ* 
tion a pleasure rather than an ordeal. This change is evident in 
the schools as in the universities. In the former physical punish 
ment is being substituted by mental, and the education by force by 
the lecture hall and the modern text book, which differs from that 
used a generation ago, as a modern text book in Political Economy 
differs from a statesman's Year-Book. The latter is a long and 
complex table of facts, the former is an interesting story which 
explains by appealing to the curious and imaginative side of hu 
man nature. At the Universities more and more freedom in the 
choice of subjects is being given to the student, while the various 
courses are being made as interesting as possible. We have all 
been told that the man who always appears on the top of the list 
■when examination results are published is not always the man 
who succeeds in after life, and many cases could be given to prove 
t JÎs statement. Yet as time goes on it is becoming less true. The 
jJost modern educational systems are devised for the express pur- 
pose of giving students who will not spend the best part of their 
life in drudgery a chance to show their ability, and the fact that 

j* man is not good at Latin no longer condemns him as a poor stu 

; dent. 

At McGill this movement towards a more reasonable education 
has already made itself felt in a number of ways, but there is much 
left to be done, and many glaring faults, both in the substance and 
the administration of the various courses. One of the most evident 
of these is the over-regulation which is everywhere evident. Stu- 
dents in the two senior years are given a certain amount of free- 
dom in choosing their courses, but, in the first two years little or 
no choice is at present possible. While it is to be expected that 
the senior classes should have most latitude in planning their work 
greater freedom of choice in the first two years, provided it is con- 
sistent with keeping up the standard of the University is undoubt- 
edly a long-felt want. Here the question naturally arises as to 
what should be considered the highest standard which a modern 
University should demand of its graduates. Long ago, in the 
great Universities of England, a student at graduation ' was re- 
quired to know Latin almost as well as English, while a mem- 
bership in the established church and a knowledge of philosophy 
were also essentials. To-day we look back and judge these cus- 
toms from a higher state of civilization and justly consider suc» 
requirements as narrow and irrational, yet. we are apt to forget 
that our present systems are not by any means perfect, and that 
posterity, considering our present methods from their enlightened 
point of view, will probably find much to criticize

According to official advices re- 
ceived by Mr. and Mrs. John Wilson, 
9': Admiral road, Toronto, the!*- son, 
Captain William James Wilson, Scl. 
*ia. of the Canadian Mounted Rifles, 
was killed In action on December 31. 

Captain Wilson went overseas with 
the 74th Battalion, as a lieutenant in 
March, 1919, and later became at- 
tached to the 2nd Canadian Mounted 
Rifles Battalion, with which unit he 
took part In the action» on the Somme, 
at Courcellette, at Vlmy Ridge, and 
Passchendaele. He displayed great 
aptitude for military work, and won 
his captaincy in the field. For three 
months previous to his death he was 
acting major in command of a com- 
pany.

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HELD BANQUET 
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Lieut. -Col. Starke and Capt. 
Simpson Were Quests. 



WELL ATTENDED. 
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Was First Annual Banquet of the 
Scout Section, McGUl 
0. 0. T. 0. 

The banquet held by the Scout 
Section of the McGill Contingent C.~ 
O. T. C, at the Edinburgh Cafe, on 
Saturday evendng, proved a very 
successful affair, a representative 
number being in attendance. Col. 
Starke, O.C. of the Battalion, and 
Cant. Simpson, Adjutant, were guests 
of the evening, Major Harrington, 
Capt. Macdougall and Lieut. Phillips 
being unable, to attend. 

The table decorations were attrac- 
tively carried out in red and white 
carnations and the flags of the Al- 
lies, and an excellent six course din- 
ner wal3 served. 

After the customary toast to "The 
King" had been honoured, the toast 
of "The C. O. T. C." was proposed 
by Pte. Klllaly, and responded to by 
Colonel Starke. In the course of his 
remarks, tho , Colonel spoke of the 
good record of the Battalion in gen- 
eral, and of the Scout Section in par- 
ticular. Speaking of the members of 
the section who had gone overseas he 
mentioned the fact that Major Royal 
Ewlng, at one time a private In the 
Scouts, had won"'the enviable dis- 
tinctions of the SBlltary Cross, Croix 
de Guerre and Legion or Honor. Many 
other members of the. Scouts had 
gone overseas and were doing their 
bit In the' trenches. Ills Royal -High- 
ness, the Duke of Connaught, who had 
been a soldier all his life, had re- 
marked to Colonel Starke on one oc- 
casion on the excellent, discipline and 
esprit do corpu of the McOlll C.O.T.C. 
Col. Starke himself had been connect- 
ed with the Canadian Mllltla for 30 
years, and was convinced that the 
esprit de corps that existed In the C. 
O. T. C. was surpassed in no other 
battalion— "once ft member of the C. 
O. T. C. always' a .member." The 
work undertaken by the battalion had 
been more advanced than that under- 
taken by any other mllltla unit In 
this Military Division, and a record 
of efficiency had been achieved that 
had brought the battalion Into envi- 
able notoriety. But there s.tlll. remain- 
ed a duty with . every man of the 
regiment to carry on with his train- 
ing and to achieve the highest istate 
of efficiency. 

Following on Col. Starke's remarks, 
Corp. Macdonald, the ç toastmaster, 
culled upon Capt. Simpson to say a 
few words on the same subject Cap- 
tain Simpson, In his opening remarks, 
reminded the men that the. Scout Sec- 
tion formed part of the Headquarters 
Company of tho Battalion, which as 
such, was under the command of the 
Adjutant. The Headquarters Com- 
pany of the C.O.T.C. held the repu- 
tation of the best attendance on par-, 
ade, and was otherwise a distinguish- 
ed company. Capt. Simpson then pro- 
ceeded to give a history of the C. O. 
T. C. movement. The first O T. C. 
had been formed at ..Cambridge Uni- 
versity In 1907. In 1 * 1912 Col. Eng- 
lish organized the. McGill C.O.T.C. 
which at the outbreak of the "war 
numbered 116 men, which number 
was doubled four days after the out- 
break of war. Major, now Sir Auck- 
land Geddes, had taken up the organi- 
zation of the Corps, but was recalled 
to England, being at that time on the 
reserve of officers. Capt. Allan 
Magco stepped Into the breach, and 
carried on the work. As Major Masee 
ho raised an auxiliary battalion, which 
soon acquired tho reputation of be- 
ing the best trained organization in 
Montreal. When Major Magee re- 
cruited that crack battalion, the 148th 
Battalion, C.E.P., he was superseded 
in the command of tho C.O.T.C. by 
Major Harrington, who has sincb car- 
ried on the work with a great deal of 
success. Capt. Simpson stated • that 
reoord has been Jcept of over 1,500 men 
and 65 commissioned offlcens of the 
C.O.T.C. who had gone overseas, al- 
though It Is believed, that even a 
larger number than ' this' have gone 
over. Over 500 men had gained com- 
missions in overseas units, and nearly 
every honor list published in the pa- 
pers contained the name of some 
C. O. T. C. man. Lieut. Hoare, for- 
merly a private, and later Lieut of 
Stouts, had been put In charge of a 
Divisional Signalling School in Eng- 
land, and was considered one of . the 
most capable officers of the C. E. F. 

Capt. Simpson complimented the 
men of the Scout Section oh the esprit 
do corps that -had existed In the Sec- 
tion this year, and In conclusion ex- 
pressed the hope that they would car- 
ry on in this spirit, which wni3 an 
example other units of the battalion 
might well follow. 

The next toast on the programme 
was that of "Our Comrades- Over- 
seas," which was most ably proposed 
by Corpl. Macdonald, and responded 
to by Sergt. Collier, who had' been 
connected with thé Scouts since the 
formation of the first Scout Section 
by Major Magee In 1915. 6ergt..Col 
Her recalled some of the members of 
the- McGill C.O.T.C. who had gone 
ovemeas, and spoke particularly, of 
those officers and men who'- had gone 
with the Universities Companies , of 
the P.P. C.L.I, ap"d 'the; 148th Bat- 
talion—men who -had- worthily upheld 
all the traditions > of i McGill and its 
C.O.T.C. The memories of such men 
an Capt. PercivaV Molson would ever 
be respected by men ' everywhere.
